Veterinarian Tells Rotary 

Dog Quarantine Vital 

"Quarantine is the only possible way 
to control rabies, and the prompt 
action of Lower Merion Township in 
establishing such a quarantine was a 
courageous and wise act." This is 
the opinion of Dr. Raymon M. Staley, 
Narberth veterinarian, who spoke 
Tuesday before the Bala-Cynwyd-Nar- 
berth Rotary Club. 

Rabies, the speaker said, is a dis- 
ease leading to the most horrible kind 
of death. Once symptoms are found, 
it is too late, making it necessary 
to observe the greatest precautions. 
"Don't kill a dog which bites you," 
Dr. Staley warned, "for observation 
of the animal for ten days is the only 
way of determining if you have been 
infected." 

Cessation of dog catching in Phila- 
delphia for three years was blamed 
by the speaker for the present serious 
outbreak. Now, with control re- 
sumed, he expects an early diminu- 
tion of the danger.

Narberth firemen early Monday 
rescued Dr. and Mrs. Paul A. Bishop, 
of Penn road, Wynnewood, and two 
servants from their blazing home by 
carrying them down ladders to safety. 

Trapped on the second floor, the 
physician, by calling out, aroused his 
neighbor, Samuel McClellan, 3d, who 
put in an alarm to the Narberth com- 
pany. 

On the firemen's arrival he threw a 
door key to them so they could get 
to the source of the blaze. 

Two Scotties, "Charlie" and "Susie/' 
were also carried down the ladders by 
Dr. and Mrs. Bishop. 

Dr. Bishop said the response of the 
firemen was prompt and the blaze was 
extinguished with a minimum amount 
of damage. 

"From our investigation," the doctor 
said, "the fire started from defective 
wiring in the basement. This de- 
stroyed the electric light circuit and 
burned out the telephone connections.'* 

Charles V. Noel, chief of the Nar- 
berth Fire Company, said his investi- 
gation and estimate of the loss placed 
the damage to the house at several 
hundred dollars and the clothing loss 
| at $1100.

Rabies Epidemic Ending; 
Health Report Optimistic 

With no new cases of rabies 
in the last twenty days among 
the dogs picked up, and under 
observation, in Lower Morion,

THE IRON MAKERS 

The richest deposits of iron in the world we owe to 
minute bacteria called Crenothrix. They worked in 
ancient lakes and swamps that covered vast areas 
long before the earth was inhabited by man.
